Frequency Plan published by the national regulator, TRA - The Telecommunications 
Regulatory Authority, shows the WRC-15 Secondary allocation of 5351.5 to 5366.5 
kHz together with ITU footnote 5.13

and Saba with the addition of the 60 meter band (5 351.5 - 5 366.5 kHz) for amateur 
radio on a secondary basis.

examination. 


It is also important to note that even If you pay the fee on-line you must still complete 
and forward the application form. The closing date for receipt of completed 
applications is Monday 12th June. 


Four Exam Reports which were previously published in Echo Ireland are available on 
the Downloads section of the website at www.irts.ie/downloads under "Studying for 
the Harmonised Amateur Radio Examination Certificate". These reports contain very 
useful information for anyone studying for the Licence Examination. Intending 
candidates are advised to pay particular attention to the syllabus for the examination 
especially Annexes | and 2.
